The resignation is 
sffeetive Aug. 1. 


The board of education accepted 


the resignation in a special meet- 
ing today, and immediately an- 
nounced that Sherwood Dees. 38, 
assistant superintendent, will be 
the new superintendent. The board 
said arrangements for a new con- 
tract for Dees are not complete. 


While the atmosphere of today's

sources said the board had re- 
quested Lancaster's resignation. 
The change of superintendents is 
the second- major administrative 
switch in less than a year. In 
March. 1354, the board asked, and 
received, the resignation of Prin- 
cipal Bernard J. Frazer after 30 
years with the school system. 


Will Be Consultant 


Lancaster announced he will en- 


ter private business as a consult- 
ant to advise schools on financial 
and administrative matters. In 
today's meeting the board of edu- 
cation approved a two-year con- 
tract under which Lancaster will 
be retained as a consultant in the 
local schools. The contract calls 
for payment at the rate of S5 per 
hour and a minimum of 800 hours 
annually for a minimum, of $4,000 
per year). 


Lancaster will advise the board 


of education, the superintendent 
and other school officials under 
terms of the contract. He is to be 
available for service In the local 
schools for 20 days per month. The 
contract says he may be asked to 
consult concerning any schools in 
the district.

Site Election as 'Critical' 


ASHTON (Special)— The board 


of education for Community Unit 
School District 271 describe* the 
special "balloting Jan. 29 on a pro- 
posed high school site as "a crit- 
ical situation to the taxpayers as 
well as the school children of the 
entire district." 


Residents of the district are 


scheduled to vote on whether the 
district should buy a site on the 
W. G. Lynch property about half- 
way between Ashton and Franklin 
Grove for a high school to serve 
the Ashton, Franklin Grove and 
Lee Center communities. 


Six previous elections have 


brought approval from the voters 
for bonds in the total amount of 
11,170.000 and the construction of 
buildings 
(including the high 


school) and additions to various 
schools in the area. 


One Question 


The only question now remaining 


is where "to build the high school. 


The board says, "As a result of 


this delay in selecting a site, some 
patrons have petitioned out of the 
district and into adjoining areas, 
even though in all cases their taxes 
are increased by such action 


"District 271 has lost $20.000.000 


of assessed valuation and the dis- 
trict has been placed on probation 
by the state with the resultant 
threat to the educational advan- 
tages of children by loss of scho- 
lastic recognition."

ESSEN, Germany <£»—Ignoring 


government censure, nearly on« 
million West Germany coal and 
steel workers began a 24-hour 
strike today 
in protest against 


what they labeled antilabor state- 
ments by a Ruhr mdustriaLst. 


The walkout—one of the biggest 


to hi: the nation since the war— 
: cached 132 coal mines and 35 big 
=:eel works up and down the in- 
dustrial Ruhr. Loss in coal pro- 
du't*'nn alone was estimated at 
430 000 tons. Over-all loss in pro- 
duction was expected to approach 
six million dollars 


The strikers left the pits with 


:he open support of the opposition, 
anlirearmament 
Socialist 
party, 


second largest in West Germany. 


Chancellor Konrad Adenauer's 


government officially deplored the 
strike in advance, declaring it 
would play into the hands of the 
Communists and only b e n e f i t 
"those forces hoping to destroy the

The immediate cause of

walkout was a statement by Her- 
mann Reusch. managing director 
of the big Oberhausen Steel Works.

Q—Several lupines planted last 


summer were lovely until they got 
infested with long brcmni*h worm*. 
What is the be*t cpray that could 
be used to control these pests? 


A—The only insect* which at- 


tack lupine* are aphid* and four- 
lined plant bugft-rtmth controlled 
with a Mack-leaf 40 soapy water 
solution, or with lindane. If the 
werms chew holes in the lupin* 
foliage thea use a preparation 
containing malathon.

Routine, But Important 


Recently Secretary of State John Foster Dulles and UN 


Ambassador Henry Cabot Lodge paic5 a visit to Gen. Curtis 
LeMay at his^ Strategic Air Command headquarters in 
Omaha. To allay any fears, they said the call had no special 
significance but was "routine.'' 
We can have little doubt that they were speaking ac- 


curately, since there are at this time no signs of increasing 
war dangers, certainly not of a sort that would justify such 
a top-level huddle as this one. 
But Dulles and Lodge may not have realized that it is 


not necessarily clear to most Americans why a visit from 
the nation's leading diplomats to the country's key SAC com- 
mander should be routine.* 
* 
* 


We are inclined to forget the very intimate relations be- 


tween foreign policy and military policy. In the view of the 
experts in these fields, military policy is properly regarded 
not as something distinct and apart, but as an extension, sup- 
plement and support for foreign policy. 


At all times our diplomats must not have any doubts 


as to the full range and character of our military capabilities. 
Those capabilities mark the limits of our diplomacy. We 
cannot safely go beyond them. 


In other words, we dare not make either threats or prom- 


ises which we cannot support with military action if that 
should become necessary. 


Once a nation makes threats or promises which it can- 


not back up—and its bluff is called—then its diplomatic word 
will not soon again have great weight and influence. 
*

* 


This is a matter of especial importance to the United 


States, as the greatest power on earth today. As the prin- 
cipal military, economic and Dolitical prop of the whole free 
world, we are being besieged constantly to extend a protec- 
tive arm to new lands. We are also under urging to shake 
a hie stick in the hope that will dissuade a potential aggres- 
sor from rash action. 


The temptation must always be a great one among our 


diplomats to spread the power and influence of this nation 
wider than is really safe. And if we are committed too ex- 
tensively through promises and threats, then we shall inevit- 
ably run into trouble, for at some time or other we shall fail 
to make good on what someone has said in the country's 
name. 


That is why it is "routine" for men like Dulles and 


Lodge to talk with LeMay and other top military men. It 
is routine, but it is important.

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Steam Locomotive Gone... Asks Monument... Old North Central

Perhaps there were a few sighs of regret this week a* 


Dixonites learned that the last regular steam locomotive 
had been retired from service here—almost exactly 100 
years after the railroads first came to the city. 


No one will miss the sooty shower which accompanied 


the switch engine as it rolled from th« 
railroad yards along the river, picking 
up the loaded cars from various plants 
and factories. But in days to come the 
era of steam railroading will be ro- 
manticized. In just a few years th« 
old locomotives will be in the same 
class with the stage coach. 


It can be argued that the railroads 


were the most important single factor 
in Dixon's development. The fact that 
two main lines crossed here gave the 


city a significance that helped to make this a commercial 
center. 


One of our young readers thinks Dixon should not 


forget the important role the railroads have played in its 
history. Eleven-year-old Robert Miller, a student in the 
fifth grade of Oregon Grade School, gives the following 
views on Dixon's last steam engine.

While some note with a touch, of sadness the passing 


of the steam locomotive, others grow sentimental over the 
disappearance of another familiar Dixon landmark, old 
North Central School. 


Until it closed its doors a year ago, after com- 


pletion of Washington School, old North Central 
sheltered thousands of Dixonites in its 85 year his- 
tory. 
The building was started in the fall of 1868, and the 


dedication was held oil Jan. 15. 1869. It closed during 
school Christmas vacation a year ago. 
But think of all 


the activity within its walls between these dates.
